Alabama. AFHRA contains many of the original historical records of the 100" Bombardment 
Group as well as other Air Force organizations. There is a research room there where you can 
view the original documents.

The IRIS number is critical to understanding the indexing of the documents at the AFHRA. There 
are a few missing files and the files from 1945 are not in this collection but they are at the 
AFHRA. Within this file is an Excel spreadsheet that describes the content of the folder. These 
files were extracted from the 1973 and 2006 digital scans done by AFHRA. Check this out first 
then look at the files listed by IRIS number. This is a good place to start any research using this 
resource.
